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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 

2. Claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The language of the claim raises a question as 
to whether the claim is directed merely to an abstract idea that is not tied to a 
technological art, environment or machine which would result in a practical application 
producing a concrete, useful, and tangible result to form the basis of statutory subject 
matter under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claim 13, claims the non-statutory subject matter of a record medium recording a 
program. Data structures not claimed as embodied in a record medium are descriptive 
material per se and are not statutory because they are not capable of causing functional 
change in the computer See, e.g., Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d at 1754 
(claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory). Applicant's specification does not 
have clear support of what "record medium" has been positively disclosed as, 
therefore the Applicants has not complied with 35 U.S.C 101 . 

Claims 14-15 are rejected because they depend on rejected claim 13. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-11, and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by admitted prior art Foster et al. (WO 02/28014). 

As to claims 1, 5, 8-9, and 13, Foster et al. teaches the steps of: 

packet switch user data processing means for controlling user data relating to a 
packet switch call of the mobile communications unit (page 2, lines 17-19; page 3, lines 
1-17; page 4, lines 4-10); 

circuit switch user data processing means for controlling user data relating to a 
circuit switching call of the mobile communications unit (page 6, lines 2-6); and 

control means for controlling the packet switch and circuit switch user data 
processing means by controlling signaling relating to the packet switch call and circuit 
call (page 4, lines 12-14; page 6, lines 8-14). 

As to claims 2-3, 6-7, 10-11, and 14-15, Foster et al. teaches a node locating 
between the wireless control apparatus and an IP network (Fig. 1); and 

the circuit switch user data processing means comprises a step of performing 
mutual conversion between a coding system of user data on a wireless control 
apparatus side and a coding system on an IP network side (page 7, lines 8-17). 
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5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 4 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Foster etal. (WO 02/28014). 

As to claims 4 and 12, Foster et al. does not explicitly teach a connection request 
relating to the circuit switch call from the mobile communications unit includes 
information about a connection through the IP network; and the wireless control 
apparatus detects the information and connects the circuit switch call to the node. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made that circuit switch call from the mobile communications unit is old 
and well known (see Foster page 1, lines 10-12), and suitable for speech.
